Hamilton of Sabetha, Kan., as the 
evangelist in charge. Dr. Hamilton 
then introduced the other members 
of the party: Mrs. Helen Nixon Shoe- 
maker of Chambersburg, a personal 
worker and leader of the, women and 
girls' meetings; Mr. A. 'G. Fath of 
Chincinnati, pianist and general help- 
er, and Prof. C. B. Gould of Chicago, 
musical director. 
The two former

Hamilton congratulated the people of

While not the largest, 
he declared this to be the most beau- 
tiful tabernacle in which he has been 
^privileged to labor. That it had been 
^constructed in such a short time out 
of lumber which two weeks before 
stood in the trees in the forest he 
declared to be a marvel. 
The only 
criticism he had to find was the pro- 
phecy that it was sure to be too 


\ small. Turning to the choir seated 


upon the terraced platform back of 
him he stated that without reserva- 
tion or flattery this was the largest 


• chorus choir for a town of its size 
that he had ever had in any of his 
meetings. 
.. Concerning the purpose of his com- 
ing to Bedford, Dr. Hamilton de- 
clared that he was not here as a dic- 
tator or boss to drive or abuse peo- 
ple, but only as a friend and brother 
to work hand in hand with the pas- 
tors, and others for the salvation of 
souls. 
Not everybody, he asserted, 


has a head but everybody has a heart, 
hence people must be loved and not 
argued, drawn and not driven into 
the kingdom. 
1 The Rev. Dr. K. A. Bishara of the 


Presbyterian church made the open- 
ing prayer. 
The plate offerings for 
the evening were taken, amounting 
to $34.05. .Dr. Hamilton then an- 
nounced his text, Acts 1: S, "Ye shall 
receive power after the Holy Ghost is 
come upon you." 
For an hour he 


held the cloest attention of the large 
audience, as with mingled pathos, 
humor and logic he clearly set forth 
the following simple truths: The re- 
markable exhibitions of power in the 
physical and mechanical world today 
are an indication of the great need 
for larger exhibitions of power in the 
spiritual world. 
The Holy Ghost is 
\the source of all spiritual power. He 
is freely given to all Christians who 
seek him for the purpose of being 
used by Him in the accomplishment 
of God's work. His presence in the 
heart gives wisdom, love and liberty, 
and unlocks all the latent sources of 
power in the individual. 
Favorable 


as were the impressions of those who 
heard Dr. Hamilton's initial sermon 
upon Sunday evening they have been 
greatly strengthened by the impres- 
sions of his subsequent sermons.

Special Taxes Imposed by Recent Act 
on Manufacturers and Dealers in 
Cigars and Tobacco, Brokers, 
Theatres, Bowling Alleys and 
Billiard Tables. 


The Special Taxes imposed by the 


Act of Congress of October 22, 1914, 
became due on the first day of No- 
vember. These taxes will be paid for 
eight months from November 1, 1914, 
to June 30, 1915.

Twelve Reserve Banks Begin Busi- 


ness in 12 Banking Centers. 


Twelve reserve banks, representing 


:he new Federal reserve banking sys- 
tem, were set in operation November 
16, by W. G. McAdoo, Secretary of 
the Treasury. The Reserve bank act 
requires that the new notes shall be 
in denominations of ?5, $10, $20, 
$50 and $100. The designs are* re- 
garded as the most artistic yet at- 
tempted. The $5 notes have a scene 
at the left representing the discovery 
of America by Columbus, and on the 
right the landing of the Pilgrims at 
Plymouth Rock. The Reserve banks 
will not deal with the public. They 
are distinctly bankers' banks. When 
bank funds run low they can take 
assets in the shape of good commer- 
cial paper and borrow money on it 
from the Federal reserve bank in 
their district, which is empowered to 
rediscount offerings of this character, 
and issue in payment its own bank 
notes, which will be legal tender. 
Thus Uncle Sam hopes to prevent 
money panics hereafter by providing 
a place where the banks can always 
get funds to meet all legitimate re- 
quirements. 
The Federal 
reserve 
banks will be the depositories of 
United States Government funds. ' 
This is the Federal reserve bank 


system in a nutshell, and was dug 
out of a two-column article in a daily 
paper.
